A duke is the only no- 
bleman whom it la allowable in con- 
versation to address by the name of 
his rank, as. for Instance. "o*» I was re- 
marking, duke." Next to a duite comes 
a marquis, or marquess, as the word Is 
now more usually spelled. The word 
means lord of the marches or borders 
A rnarqueas is addressed as "the most 
noble, the marquess." etc. The next 
degree below a marquess Is an earL 
It is a distinctlwly English term, its 
eoul-valent abroad being count, al- 
though, curiously enough, M cart's 
wife is known as a oountess. An earl 
is addressed as "the right honorable., 
the earl ot" etc. After the Mrl MOM 
the visomiat. The name Imars rts for- 
eign origin on its face, and was for- 
merly applied to a person who acted as 
sheriff of a county in tlx' place of the

"the right honorable, the 
The lowest rank in tike 
peerage is that uf baron, al- 
though in one sense oi the word even- 
peer la a baron. This arises from the 
fact that, according to the old feudal 
law, every man who pOHsessed certain 
lands was called a baron, and as a con- 
dition of his possessing them had to 
bring into the field a oertatn number 
of armed men at the call of the sover- 
eign, liolow the peerage are the baro- 
nets, knights and esquires. The latter 
title Is DOW applied uromiscurmsly ; at 
law. however, there are only certain 
classes of the queen's subjects antttled 
to this ancient and honorable appella- 
tion. These are sons of peers, ami the 
eldest sons of the youngest sons of 
peers, and thctr eldest sons; the eldest 
sons of knights and their eldest miiis; 
gentlemen specially created esquires by 
the queen; esquires of knight*, of the 
tbath; justices of the peace, and oth-
